?rocneded ufter the weddiug to Biutie in 
taly, whore M. Bionno revealed hiinsoif 
to Ilia niisuapectiu!,' wife in tiio eharacliT 
of Ciiuiit (if liione and L'ffe. Madainu 
kScluieider-liidUiie, Iiiiwever,diiu3 iKit ai;ein 
to liiivo relished lior suriu iao, or to have 
found local [jrostige a sutlicieiit coniiuiii- 
aatioii fur the gaiiies of Paris, and after 
repeated quarrels with hor husband aho 
loft Eione one fine inoriiiiig and returned 
to Paris, 

lloreiipun jNI. Bioune ajipliod to the Ita- 
lian court for a judicial separation, and 
pending its dcci.tion lie lias obtained a 
judgment for alimony, hia wife boi.iji ..i 
derod to pay him ihesum of aOOf.mouthly . 
The object of the trial which began yes- 
terday is to obtain an eiiforceinotit of 
this jurlguieiit ill France. IMadaiiio 
Sclinieder contends tliat Liionnu lining 
a Froncliinaii the court at l''lore!ico hiia no 
jurisdiction in the case, and that the 
judgment cannot, therefore, bo enforced 
in France. M. liiontie, on tho contrary, 
contends that he is an Italian subject, lliat 
lie WHS born in Italy and exeroises muni 
cipal and political fuiictimirt there. To 
this Madame Schnieder replies tliat M. 
]Jioniie was a French man at the iVito of 
hor marriage to him ; that as he did not 
exercise his right of option on arriviiit; at 
majority between Neapolitan (IM. liioiiiio 
was born at Naples) and French nstional- 
ity, and as ho has never become i natura- 
lized Italian, he is, a.'^ the son ofa Krench- 
niaii, a Freiiehaiiin. 

As regards his Itali.m title, which his 
wife looked upon as a simple niposttiro, 
and which was the lirtit canst of tlioir 
quarrels, ho admitted that ho leceived it 
iirom the republic of San Mariio; and as 
furhis connexion with Biono it was a 
more preience sugge.sted liy th* similari- 
ty of the names. It was su^jiMled that 
his object in represontiii;,' himolf iis an 
Italian was to Ix-m-lii, by thi: Itaiari law of 
succe.'-sioii which is irmre lavoable than 
the French code to tlio huabatil of a de- 
ceased wife.

The English sit SiiikisB. 

The captain of the Tlusswi clipper 
Striolok, lately stationed at liiakin, has 
written an interestin'_; report ii the Ad- 
miralty on tlie subject of tlw icent Ent;- 
li:ili operations near Suak in . h tlie opin- 
ion of CJaptaiu Sliridl. .11, ihe IO..;lish have 
lost a lifth of their army, and live, never- 
theless, done no good to the caiitry. The 
main trade routes to Khartoui and lior- 
bor reiiiain in tho hands of ho rebels, 
who refuse to be bought «th Eni^lish 
gold, and all further luihtary opcral ion.s 
must now be jnistpioied until )ctober on 
account ol the iiiu-use heal But tho 
English, til Ilka the caplaiii,wi not fore|„'o 
their chorishbd idea of uiiitinj.Suakin and 
Berber by a railroad, whicl will make 
them complete masters of to Soudan, 
and increase tho importance I Snaltiii as 
a coniinercial ceiitri' for trad with Arabia 
and India on thu one haiul, and 
with Nubia and Central .trica on the 
other. 

But if the English have shown tboni- 
selves to be but poor warri<a in the Sou- 
dan, their iidniinistratire nd practical 

business talents have wrur uiihoniided 
admiration from Ciiptain kridlulf. He 
oven conxidered it his dnt;to report Lo 
the Chief of the llussian Acliiralty oil the 
wonderful order and disciple niaintailiucl 
in thu harbor of Suakin dring his stay 
there. The captain franklsaya: 

"One can imagine how his surpriaed 
us Russians, accustomed asivo aro to soo 
the disorder that reigna in )ur own sea- 
ports. Not a single int. icated soldiur 
or seaman did wo seo duug tlio whole 
time of our stay thoro. Tlistrictuat order 
was kept among tho hindsen of various 
nationalities .by tho usu ol the cat, whilu 
on board, where the cat aa baen abol- 
ishedi courts-martial worof almost daily 
occurrence. A whole batilioii of Ktiyp" 
tiaiis who refu.-icd to wo; for the Eng- 
lish were flogged with thuat in the cus- 
tom house yard in preaoinof the Admiral 
and a number of offieof and a Greek 
coffee-house proprietor^vho st»ld liquor 



secretly to the" Bbldiers, was also casti- 
gated ill this way; "which proceeding elioi- 
ted un enorgatio- protest frofn''th8 Greek 
Consul. " 

Tho Novoo Vremya. in commenting 
upon this communication, points out that 
the English do not scruple to adopt a 
punishment for tho Eiiyiitians and other 
foreigners which they will not permit to 
be inilicted upon their own soldiers and 
sailors.

A VNITEB FRONT. 

A portion of the oppoaitioii press of tliu 
province has seized on the prospect of 
complications between the Dominion anil 
the province with an euger ferocity u liicii 
is anything but credital)le to them. Our 
esteemed moniing contenip jrary thinks it 
aeea in a possible disturbaiico of the friend- 
ly relations of the province with the Do- 
minion governinont an opportunity to 
place its friends again in power; and so 
opens lire on the local government, ignor- 
ing entirely the fact that it is the Domin- 
ion and not the province that has broken 
faith. The province, in point of fact, has 
fulfilled every obliyaiion imposed upon 
it by the Settlenrent Bill — a uieasuro that 
was ratified in the legislature by a vote of 
thieo to one, and in the Dominion parlia- 
ment almost uniinimou.sly. The local 
government has followed implicitly the 
directions of the legislature. They have 
made over the drydtick .site, and the 
Peace river and Island railway lauds. The 
Dominion government, on its part, has 
made the construction of the Island rail- 
way an assured fact and there it rests. 
Beyond that they have not advanced a 
step. The mainland r.iilway lauds have 
not been thrown open and the drydoek 
has not been conunonced. Thi.s inert- 
ness ia a violation of the lu-ovisions of the 
Settlement Bill and a positive injury to 
every raan, wonuin and child in tlio coun- 
try. What ia the province to think of 
auch conduct? That repudiation is con- 
templated, or that the Domii\ion govern- 
ment are not in a liuny tn dirtchiirL^e their 
obligations? Now, we do not believe that 
the federal goverinneut desires to evade 
its responsibility; on the contrary, there 
is reason to believe that they intend to 
carry out over)' particular of the Settle 
mont Bill — some day. But "some day" 
is too indetinite. It is not in keeping with 
■ the compact. To delay tlie operation of 
that wise and statesmanlike agreement is 
virtually to violate it; and to break it in 
one particular is to break it in all. The 
local government was assured, and the 
country has a right to expect, and did o.x- 
pect, that all "convenient speed" would 
bo observed in carrying the various mat- 
ters to a GUCCe.~,3fi;l C.jnSiu.iiua'ii.ui. The 

immigrants who came piuu'ing into the 
country iu search uf work and land relied 
on the promise of the Dominion govern- 
ment that both would bo provided. How 
cruelly many have been disappointed it is 
scarcely necessary for us to say. The 
mainland lands are open to "squatters;" 
but who would venture to issue a title or 
certificate of any kind to a settler? The 
drydoek is gaping for labor; but who 
would venture to employ a single man 
upon it? The only portions of the Settle- 
ment Bill that are lieing carried out are 
those that relate to the Island railway and 
the sale of the Island lands at $1 an acre. 
These are a great deal; but not all, nor arc 
they enough. Tlio island has no wish to 

g refit at the expense of the mainland, it 
as no desire to e.o ahead while the main 
land — which is entitled to fully share in

united and will bury party dilferonces on 
this one question. Il would be too much 
to expect the leader of the opposition and 
the ex-missionary to imitate the patriotic 
example of the opposition in Alanitoba 
and come to a unanimous understanding 
with the government on the grave point 
involved. Those gentlemen can only be 
depended on when there are §3000 port 
folios or .Sl-2,000 missions to Etigland fly- 
ing about. But the people ciin bo relied 
on in this crisis and will insist upon justice 
being done to the province whieli has suf- 
fered much in the past fr(jm the ill faitli 
of the Dominion. The Ottawa lueiuberu 
and the local government are urging the 
Dominion government to fulfill their 
aolonin agreement. There is reason to be- 
lieve that their remonstrances will have 
the desired efl'cct. But should tlioy fail 
there will be no appeal — at least, not to 
England 1 

EO YPTIAN FINANCE. 

An interesting paper on Ki;yptian liu 
ance appears in the new number of the 
Oeaterreichische iMoiiatshrift fur das 
Orient which deserves attention for the 
impartiality and thorough mastery of the 
subject it displays as well as for the prac 
tical propoaal.H it snggest.i. The author, 
Herr Leopold Strosa, who is a banker of 
Vienna and Cairo, acknowledi^ea that 
England alone is in a position to rcia-guni/...- 
Egypt politically and timiiicially. lie pre- 
sumes that the protectorate she must ulti- 
mately accept will not abolish the head of 
the state as at present existing, though it 
will do away with a nuuiher of pashas and 
beys, or will employ them in le.ss l espoii- 
sible positions. In order to augment the 
revenue he proposes first to abolisli tiie 
sinking fund of the United debt for a 
number of years, a measure which would 
require the sanction of the fourteen signa- 
tory powora. Secondly, he would levy an 
income tax on Europeans and -a new stamp 
duty in addition to the e.'ctension of the 
house duty to Europeans, as already de- 
cided upon. Thirdly, he would free Ejjypt 
from the Turkish tobacco monopidy, the 
existing tribute being, in his opinion, 
heavy enough. In jilsiee of this he would 
form an Egyptian tobacco eumpaiiy sim- 
ilar to that just started in Tiuki^y. 'J'lu- 
income thus derived would bring at least 
two hundred tliousand pounds into the 
national exchequer. Lastly, ho would 
permit the construction of the Suez canal 
making it a condition that the govern mont 
participates in the profits. On the other 
hand Herr Stross holds that llie expendi- 
ture may be reduced — first by lowering tlie 
interest on the public debt, whicli at tlie 
end of last year amounted to ninety-five 
million six hundred and forty-seven thous- 
and seven hundred pounds; secondly, by 
a reduction of the interest on tlie Suez 
canal shares, possessed by England, from 
five to three per cent., saving thereby 
eighty thousand pounds, and ptiying off 
the costs of the Soudan war and of the 
army of occupation; and lastly, by a va- 
riety of savings in the administrative ser- 
vices. If these things were done Egypt 
the writer tliinks would be able to pay a 
fhir interest on her public debt without 
overburdening the people.

The daily yield of five 
of them was over three pounds for the 
highest and two nnd a half poanda for the 
lowest. Ho thinks the Holateins can bo 
made to rival tho Jersoya in production of 
butler, while for milk, butter unci beuf 
coiiibinod, they are superior to all other 
breeds. 

Southoru farmors are now an.tiously in- 
quiring how to eradicate the Johnson 
grass, which a few years ago they were 
planting in order to seed their barren land. 

So soon as tho field beconu's rich enough 
to crop this grass ia aa great a niiiaimco as 
quack ia to Northern farmer.?. Tho Jolui- 
aun griias is alau called Millo maize, which 
has been generally rocointneiKled as a for- 
age plant by those who did not kno,v the 
difficulty of eradicating it when ouca in- 
troduced.

Tho aorgliuni workurs at Champaign eati- 
niato upon largo yields uf sugar eijtial to 
that from Cuba. .-Vn important saving in 
fuel has been elFecled hy burning the 
begaaao. In feeding .swine with tho refuse 
a lot of twenty hogs, that had been kept 
on grass during the summer, were allowed 
nothiugbut seed and akimmingiPF Thuy 
gained five pounds each iior day for thr 
wcoka. The seed is said to fiirii^sli'iieaily 
the same food eleiiienla as coru, wliilo the 
skimmings nri3 rich in nitrogen. 

The Lidiana I'^ariiier relatea hnw a West- 
ern awine-breedor croaaed a red male pig 
upon mixed Borkahire and Essex hogs, 
and from the result decided to continue 
the practice. The red loig has an excu[)- 
tionally atront; coiutitiitioii, and wonlil, 
diuibtless, greatly iaiprove tipnn umsl 
other breeds in the cross.

Tho 
iiiipiiltatioii of live cattlo, other thai) for 
beef, on Jer.sey isluiul, is pruhibitod by 
law, and any violation is punished. [In- 
diana Farmer. 

Mr. William Chapiii, Middleiex, Vt. , 
has one of the largest barua in tha state, 
with a good collar under it. When first 
put up hia iiHiyhborn bi.iked up'jn the 
structure as a piece uf fully, and indeed at 
thai time it would have held the entire 
winter storage of three years' crojiping.

Unless manure is lery rich, as from grain- 
fed aniiiiala, and is in an active state fiiuii 
feriiuuitation , hot and siiiokitig, and e.x 
hiilea a distinct smell of liivrtahorii , llioro 
can bo no loss from oxpoaiire, and in any 
casu tha loss will be less by spreading over 
thinly than by dropping in Hnmll heaps, 
because aprQading means cooling and loaa 
i)f fermentation, But manure, when prop- 
erly handled, nood not. Butier any wa.sle 
from evaporation. A moilerate and regu- 
lated heating of fresh in. mure results in 
tho fm'iimtion of huiiiic acid, wliicli se- 
cures the ammonia from loaa by evapora- 
tion. This moderate heating it should 
have before hau'ing out, or in cold 
weather, before it heats at all.
